Beyond tho Assiz palace, whore six years 


ago tho predecessor of Abdul Ilauiid was 
murdered by having the veins of ha ariiw 
i'ut with a pair of stLssoi's, there wus a noise 
of buglia, and the whole street was blocked 
•by a confused mass of color. 
It was the 


soldiers at tbe mosqno. They wore driving 
tho crowd back and clearing tbo avenue in 
anticipation o! tho coming o£ tho sultan. 
They bad drawn up in lino for full .™ 
yards on either side of the street, those on tlio 
right being tbo marines from the Turkish 
gunboats. Evory company had its own baud 
playing, and each band played its own tune.

The preparations against atcaclc were re- 
markable in their completeness.

Twenty paces 
behind those a twcond line of patrols was 
placed, who walked back and forth nud 
kept a lino beyond which no' ono wns al- 
lowed to pass. "Wherever a lane or path 
camo into the highway it was closed by a 
Hid of men.'

doubled. "Officers rodo continually up and 
down botweeo tho double Uno. Thoro was a 
flutter of garments" and momentary confu- 
sion as tho women in tho orchard rose to 
their feet and pressed to tho outer barrier. 
Many of them carried papers wbicb they 
wore arranging and waving above their 
heads. Tbese wore petitions to tho sultan, 
which were to bo dispbiyod as bo passed by. 
No one is allowed to make verbal petition 
to him at tbis ticno, but all papers thus bold 
up aro collected, after ho passes, by an officer 
who rides in the wako of brs carriage. 


The pause still continued and the patience 


of tho crowd becnmo severely tried. Tbey 
called aud shouted and pushed and jostled 
each other and the guards. But suddenly 
they know that he was coming. How thoy 
know it 1 cannot tell, for thoro was only 
100 yards of road visible and no one said 
so or made a zuanua.1 sign. They must 
have felt tbat be waa coming in tbe air. An 
instant hn»h of expectation succeeded to tho 
noise, aud voluntarily they fell back.
